Isn't it grand to have tomatoc- 
in abundance again?

of requests have come into

Extension Agent's office for

Canning Tomato Juice” so

by the Extension Service College 
of Agriculture.

tomatoes should be used for juice. 
Fully ripe, firm tomatoes prefer­ 
ably of a bright red color, freshly 
picked from the vines are 
desir­ 
able. 
Green parts in the tomato 
make the juice bitter. 
Mouldy or 
decayed parts ruin the flavor and 
make the juice spoil. 
Work with 
rather small quantities—about 
a 
peck—of tomatoes at a time 
and 
work 
fast. 
If the juice 
stands, 
when 
either hot or cold, 
it loses 
flavor and 
also 
loses 
vitamin 
value. 
Wash the tomatoes

Governor Asks Voters To 
Accept New Gasoline Tax 


Jefferson City, Aug. 2.—An ap­ 
peal to Missouri voters to defeat 
the proposed referendum 
on 
a 
bill passed by the 1937 
Legisla­ 
ture, increasing the State gasoline 
tax from 2 cents to 3 cents a gal­ 
lon. effective in December, 1938, 
was made today by Gov. Stark. 
The Governor, who 
.sponsored 
the gasoline tax increase 
bill 
in 
the last legislative session, declar­ 
ed the 
referendum 
was 
being 


backed by the large oil com pan­ 
ies. 
Circulation of petitions, calling 
for a referendum on the gasoline 
tax increase, now is under 
way. 
Many gasoline filling stations are 
handling the petitions and solicit­ 
ing the signatures 
of 
motorists. 
The petitions must be filed 
with 
the Secretary of State by Sept. 6, 
which is within 90 days after ad­ 
journm ent of the Legislature. 
If the petitions are found to be 
sufficient, the referendum propos­ 
al will go on the ballot of the next 
general election in 1938. 
“ I hope the people of Missouri 
will not perm it the oil companies 
and their employes at the filling 
stations to w reck Missouri’s farm - 
to-m arket road program by kill­ 
ing the gas tax increase passed by 
the last Legislature,” the Gover­ 
nor said. 
•The Legislature represents the 
people,” he said. “The filling sta­ 
tions represent the big oil 
com­ 
panies, at least one of which 
is 
controlled by citizens of foreign 
nations who care nothing 
about 
Missouri citizens. 
“ I believe the citizens of Mis­ 
souri know that I have no motive 
in making this statem ent, 
other 
than the welfare of the highway 
system in Missouri. 
“Especially am I anxious to see 
enough money provided to com­ 
plete the farm -to-m arket 
system 
and do the 
necessary 
widening 
and straightening of highways for 
beter service and greater safety.” 
The Governor also said he de­ 
sired to reduce drastically auto­ 
mobile license fees in Missouri, as 
soon as the farm -to-m arket sys­ 
tem of supplem entary roads was 
completed. License fees could not 
be reduced unless the
